The New York ZLvening Express of the 
9th says: If the President of the Unitad 
States has nothing to do with the Con- 
stitutional Amendment, and cannot sign 
or approve such an amendment, as the 
Radicals affirm, then Gen. Grant went 
very far out of bis way to press it upon 
the people—and stili more in pressing it 
upon the legislators, which, by adopting 
the amendment, misrepresented the peo- 
ple. Take Kansas and Missouri for ex-

We fear that Gen. Grant 
looks .upon the office of President in a 
military light,- and forgets that in a re- 
public civil authority ought to be eu- 
preme. He bas placed a military man 
atthe head of the War Department ; 
and when he thought that Johnson 
would be impeached he ufged a naval 
hero for the head of the Naval De- 

arment, He has objected very openly 

efore and since election, to 
any reduction of the army Generale 
or of the army proper, by acts of 
Congress. He hss intimated that 
mapy of his prominent civil appoint- 
ments will be from the military ranks, 
and that he will replace, as in case of 
Gen. Sheridan, men in command of de- 
partments whose presence is obnoxicus 
to the people. He is surrounded at the 
White House with a military staff per- 
forming duties usually allotted to humble 
clviliane. We fear, also, that with Gen. 
Grant hia peace policy will be rather co- 
ercive than kindly—the rod and staff of 
pores ratber than good will or mercy. 

he restoration of offensive military 
Generals certainly looks in this direc- 
tion, though we shall be glad tobe mis- 
taken. The Presidential office is a 
thorny one at best—bat as it is clear that 
Radicalism means sectionalism, and sec- 
tionalism continued strife and injustice, 
we had hope that Gen. Grant’s peace 
was of a higher type and more prophetic 
of good than is at this mament in pros- 
pect for the people.

PATRICK'S DAY. 


Who st, Patrick was, and How 
His Day will be Celebraied. 


To-morrow being the Patron Saint’s 
day of Ireland, we give placeto the fol- 
lowing sketch of the iife of that great 
and good man: 

Almost as many countries arrogate to 
themselves the honor of having been 
the natal soilof St. Patrick, says the 
Clavis Caliendaria, as made a similar 
claim with respect to Homer, Scotland, 
England, France, Wales, each furnish 
their respective pretensions ; but what- 
ever doubis may obscure his birthplace, 
all agree in stating, as his name implies, 
that he Wasof a patrician family. He 
was born about the year 372, and when 
only sixteen years of age, he was car- 
ried cif by pirates and sold into slavery 
to one Miichs, in Ireland, where he was 
employed as a swineherd, on the moun- 
— of Sleamish, in the county of An- 
trim. 

Here he passed seven years, during 
which time he acquired a knowledge of 
the Irish language, manners and cus- 
toms. E3caping from captivity and 
reaching the Continent afier many ad- 
ventures and hairbreadth escapes, he 
commenced the study of the scriptures, 
which he pursued for thirty-five years, 
being ordained successively deacon, 
priest and bishop. | 

On receiving this last digaity, he was 
ordained by Pope Celestine to go to Ire- 
land, to preach the gospel to ta itinen 
heathen inbabitents. 

The principal enemies which St. Pat- 
rick found to the introduction of Ciris- 
tianity into Ireland, were the Druids of 
the ancient faith, who, being great ma- 
giciane, wculd have crushed and driveu 
outany oneof less miraculous and saint- 
ly poweis than Patrick. Their obstinacy 
was 80 great, and their machinations so 
strong, that he was compelled t» resort 
to the most powerful and ulira means to 
counteract them. He cursed their fer- 
tile fields, and converted them to dreamy 
bogs ; ho cursed their rivers, and they 
“produced po fish; and at last, he had to 
curse their cooking utensils so that no 
amount of fire and patience could make 
them cook, this did not move their 
obstinacy, so the Saint, after having 
again appealed to them to change their 
ways and cease to persecute the religion 
of the Living God, cursed them, and the 
ground opened and swallowed them up. 

Afcer this he had no further troubie, 
and for six years he labored with the 
most extraordinary tuccess, making 
thousands of converts, and building a 
large church in Ulster. At the end of 
sevenh years he went over to Britain, 
where he preached against the heresies 
of Pelagius and Arius, completely re- 
futipng toem and releasing the people 
from their dangerous sway. During his 
siay he established the Church of S:. 
Andrew, and settied the Bishopric of the 
Isie of Man, | 

‘These important duties performed, Nt. 
Patrick returned to Ireland, and labored 
for thirteen years most zealously and 
faithfuliy, at most givriously con- 
verting the whole islan?t to the true 
Faith. He then went to R»me and gave 
an account of his services and reported 
the entire success of his mission, which 
he had executed with so much discretion 
that not one of his companions was mar- 
tyred, nor did he cause the death of one 
of those for whose salvation he had 
worked. 

About the year 472 he founded the 
Archbishopric cf Armagh, where he 
died the 17th of March, in the 120th 
year of his age. He was buried, it is 
currently believed, in the Abbey of Saul, 
rin Uister. All are familiar with bis 
miracies and works, so we need not refer 
to them. 

His ‘‘day’’ is celebrated the world 
over by Irishmen in the most hilarious 
manver. We have already published 
the prograrame for its celebration in this 
city, and here reprodiae it; 

various Irish socieiiss will meet 
at Hibernian Hail, corner of Adams and 
Main streot, at o'clock a.m,, from 
whigh the procession, under the com- 
maud of Col. M. Magevucy, Jes as Chief 
Marshal, will march to &t. Patrick’s 
Church and attend solemn High Mass, 
after which a panegyric Patrick 
delivered by the Rev. Father 
Meagher. From St. Patrick’s the plo- 
cession will march to Second. up Second 
te Jackson, un Jackson to Main, down 
Main to the Hall,.where the procession 
will disperse—to mneet by invitation at 
half-past seven o’clock p.m. Ia the 
eveoing adcresses will be delivered by 
Prof. Mitchell.and others, at the New 
Assembly Hall, near Gayoso,on Main 
street, and an excellent quadrille band 
will be in attendance. More tian ordi- 
nary ebjoxyment is anticipated.

‘ I'he following are the chief features of 
the bill which recently passed the House 
in reference to the new coinage. It will 
be-seen that it provides for retiring the 
ten-cent fractional currency. The bill 
provides that on or before June 1, 1869, 
there shall be issued from the United 
States Mint the following pieces, to be 
composed of copper and nickel, in the 
proportion of not less than 25 per cent. 
nor more than 33 per cent, of nickel; a 
piece cf one cent, to weigh one and one- 
haif granames (23 grains); a piece of 

three cents, to weigh three grammes (46 
grains); and a piece of five cents, to 
weigh five grammes (77 grains), with 
such device as may be fixed by the Di- 
rector of the Mint, and the approval of 

the Secretary of the Treasury. Such de- 
vices, when adopted, shall not thereafter 
be changed by said officers; and the 
present coinage of one, three and five 
cent pieces, whether of bronzs, copper, 
nickel or silver, and the issue of Treas 
ury notes of ten cents, shall thereafter 
cease. Any of the new coins are to be e 
legal tender in tums of One dollar it any 

4 one payment. ‘The new coins are to be 

: distributed in like manner as provided 
for the present coinage, which is to be 
called in under such regulations as mgy 
be made by the Secretary ef the Treas- 
ury. The bill also provides for the re- 
demption in national currency, in sums 
not less than fifty dollars, of the one, 
two, three and five cent coius now in 
circulation.

The New Orleans Crescent of Saturday 
has the following: A suit was instituted 
yesterday, in the Fourth District Court, 
which promises an interest frcm the sin- 
gular circumstances connected with it 
which is owned by few icgal causes. It 
seems, according tothe petition of the 
plaintiff, Mr. Wm. 8. Pike, of Pike, La- 

eyre & Brother, that sume time in 

arch, 1867, Hawes & Bowen, of this 
city, made an assignoment.of their effects 
to their credi’ors, who chose Mr. Pike as 
assignee. the effects then 
transferred to Mr. Pike, for the benefit of 
the creditors, was the steamer William 
Tatee. This steamer Mr. Pike fitted up 
and sent to Galveston, there to loed with 
cotton for New York. March 15, 1867, 
be insured the vessel in the Meaichants’ 
Mutual Insurance Company for $20,000 
Io April, 1867, the Tatee left Galveston 
for New York. On her voyages, the pe- 
tition states, while near Key West, the 
Capisuin, Wm, Stanton, having made an 
agreement with certain Florida wreck- 
ers, first bored a hole in the boat 
and then ran her upon the rocks. 
Tne wreckers got her off the rocks 
and took her to Key Weat, where they 
instituted suit against the boat for 
salvage, Which salvage was allowed by 
the admiralty court, though some of the 
sailors were excepted, they having been 
proved to have agreed with the captain 
for the destruction of the vessel. The 
Wam. Tatee then pursued her voyage to 
New York, but had hardly arrived there 
before the owners of the cotton caused 
her to be se'z_ d and gold to pay the dam- 
age done the cotton. Mr. Pike then 
gtates that one of the perils insured 
against by the insurance company is 
barratry of the master and mariners of 
the vessel, and that as the seizure and 
sale of the boat in New York was caused 
originally by the barratrcus conduct of 
the captain in running the boat on the 
wocks and thereby damagiug the cotton, 
to pay for which damage the boat was 
sold, the insurance company is ansW-ra- 
ble to him for the full amount of the 
policy affected, which was $20,000. 

This petition was filed yesterday. The 
answer of the insurance company is to 
come. The case will be a very interest- 
ing pan when it comes up for trial. Hays 
& New and J. Ad. Rizier are attorneys 
for Mr. Pike.
